Wflliaa Lynch, the retail dry goods 
and BotioM tMrchant at 140 East Market 
■tract, returned home on Friday night 
ol last week after a twomontha* trip. 
Six wftVs of this time wSHpiM In Ire- 
land, while the other two week* were 
spent in going to ami coming from bit 
native land. Mr. I.yncli talked enter- 
tainingly of his trip to n representative 
of the Kenlncky Irish American. Verily 
Mr. Lynch'8 story of the tran.sfomiation 
• that ha* Uken place in Ireland is one 
that onght to carry nnapeakable joy to 
every heart that draws a drop of Irish 
blood. It meats that IreUnd is pros- 
perous, that Ireland ii united. CerUinly 
union and prosperity should bring free- 
don. Mr. Lynch says himself: 

"If yon travel in Ireland for comfort 
and to obtain the best results you should 
travel in parties of three. < )iie K' ts lone- 
aome; twotireof the conipnny, but the 
third makea the crowd happy. I visited 
the oountlca Cork, Waterford. Kilkenny 
and aare, and aaw a mamloua trans- 
formation. In place oltbaoM^toedis- 
content and poverty 1 «w proqierity, 
content and an enthnilaitic reoeptioB to 
King Kdward. The greater part of ny 
sojourn in Ireland I spent with my 
brother and sisters in the County Cork. 
They were all well, contented and happy. 
It waa ny firat viait hone ia aaveotcen 
jraars. 

"The fhit thing that struck me was an 
answer to a question I asked of an Iriah- 
naa in Qncenslown wbM I landed. In 
ranonae to my query as to the general 
condition of affairs in Ireland he 
. answered cheerily and without hesita- 
tion; 'Caslles are crumWing and cot- 
tafjes are going up.' I was agreeably 
surprised, but I soon saw that he was 
right. On reaching home I found that 
the rents had been cut in half since I 
waa tliere seventeen years ago. And I 
femd that all the farmers in the South 
vf Iratand are not only doing well witb 
thdr cfopa, but have noocy in hank. In 
Cork, Waterford, Kilkenny and Clare 
I found the same conditions prevailing, 
and from reliable authority I learned 
that the same state ol affairs existed all 
over Ireland. It was good news and I 
received it all with a hundred thousand 
welcomes; but they told me tbat the 
agricultural classes in Ireland were 
better off now than the same class of 
people in England, Scotland or Wales. 

"I was in the city of Cork when King 
Edward and Queen Alexandria viaitecl 
there. I saw them, three tinea in one 
d.-iy. They were greeted with an en- 
thu.siastic welcome by 90,000 people, 
while 0,000 troops were in line. The 
people believe King Ivlwanl has the will 
and will find the way to do them a great 
deal of good." 

Mr. Lynch stated that his brother and 
sisters were farmers in Ireland and that 
all of them were doing well. He found 
Ancftean plows and American m a chine ry 
in use awywbere, because they were 
lighter and mere durable than the Eng- 
lish sgricnUural implcnents. Tbefamta 
are all fenced with iron and supported 
with stone piers, quite sn improvement 
over the rail fences of Kentucky. 

"Kvery farm has a neat, comfortable 
farm house and on every farm an acre is 
set apart for each laborer and his family, 
and each laborer has his own slate cot- 
ttgt with flowers before the door. I lell 
yoo it is a new Ireland! The Irish have 
oona into their own again, thank God. 
What brought it about? I'll tell yon, 
the silent and unwritten law against the 
grabber. It is no tonger called a boy- 
cott. Say a tenant is evicted. The man 
who lakes his place is called a grabber. 
No one speaks to him. No one looka at 
him. No one buys his product. No 
one buys his dairy produce. He will 
have to go at least forty miles before he 
CM find some one to shoe his horse. 
There is neither threat nor intimidation, 
only sileat contempt Even the school 
children enter into the spirit of the affair 
and, young as they are, will not play 
with the grabbers' children. Tbat has 
broken \ip laud grabbing and baa broken 
the lauiUords. Elegant demesnes are 
lying idle with no one but care-takers in 
charge. The owners are in a foreign 
land and flat broke. Silent contempt 
did the work. One merchant in Youghal 
bought a small amount of wool from a 
land grebber. For six months thereafter 
■et one person in that and the three ad- 
joing parishes bought one pennysworth 
from bin. He was not threaUned. He 
was merely ignored end was well nigh 
broke when he went before the United 
Irish I.*8gue's Executive Board and 
promised never to buy anything else 
from a land grabber. He kept his word 
and his business has resumed ita normal 
condition." 

Mr. Lynch says says that he found that 
many Irish-AnericaBs were returning to 



Ireland and taking up laud, and he be- 
lieves that within the next year many 
noni wiU follow soit, >irticnlarly those 
of niddle age, who loag to aee again the 

shamrock-covered soil of their birth. 
There is a welcome for sll in Ireland, 

says Mr. Lynch, save the "landlord" and 
the "grabber." He was also well pleased 
with his ocean trip and met many nice 
people both going and coining; fiom Ire- 
land. On the way to this country 
there were many Irish-Americans and 
just enongh English and Scotch to make 
things interesting. They bad man) pleas- 
ant Bigumenta and diacnased evenrthing, 
iadnding "the new Ireland," the negro 
and the Kcntocky mountain fends. And 
said Mr. Lyndi: 

"The pleassntest feature was the last 
concert we had aboard ship. Nine out 
of twelve members were Irish. In the 
crowd were five priests en route home 
from Rome. One of them was an Ameri- 
can and a convert. He bad a magnifi- 
cent voice and no one bad to beg him to 
sing. On this last night he sang an 
Italian air that WM beautiful. In re- 
sponae to an encore ha sang 'Kathleen 
Mavouraecn' and he nade the old ship 
rock. What do you auppoee he sang 
next? 'My Old Kentucky Home.' I 
don't know when I appreciated anythitfg 
as much." 

SUDDEN DEATH 



Richard Langan Succumbed 
to Heart Failure On 
Thursday. 



The news that Richard W. Langan bad 
died unexpectedly caused a shock to the 
entire community when it became known 
last Thursday morning. Dick Langan, 
as he was familiarly known, had friends 
and acquaintances sll over the dty. 
Probably he was the beat known young 
Irish-American in loulsville, where he 
was born, rai-^ed and received his educa- 
tion, lie was an apt scholar, an agree- 
able conversationalist ami a great mimic, 
although be rarely ever exhibited his 
powers of mimicry except before a small 
coterie of personal friends. He bad an 
inexhaustible fnnd of hnmorons stories, 
but never told a yam, no natter how 
trivial, tbat would hurt the facliaga of 
the humUest. Mr. Langan was alao a 
fluent and versstile writer, snd for a nun- 
l)er of years was the local theattical oiMv 
respondent for several New Yoilc and 
Cincinnati papers. Occasionally hc 
dropped into humorous verse. 

Dick Langan was liorn in Louisville 
about thirty-six years ago. His father 
aW^m mrbe was quite a small boy and 
his csre and education waa left to his 
mother, Mrs. Jnlia B. Langan. Like the 
good Irish-American mother that she 
was, she gave her son every advantage 
that her means would allow. At an early 
age he left school and entered the service 
of the liradley .*v Gilbert Company. He 
was apt and energetic and for a numt>er 
of years served them in the capacity of 
shipping clerk. This did not interfere 
with his social (hities, so that he found 
time for writing for the newspapen occa- 
sionally and for the study of nnsic. He 
served several terns aa Prcaident of the 
Loniaville Mandolin and Onitar Onb. 
About twelve yean ago he was appointed 
one of the Assistant License Inspectora, 
a position which he held at the time of 
his death. He waa from boyhood an 
earnest worker in the ranks of the Dcno- 
cratic party. 

Mr. Langan was a ineni1>er of the 
KnigbU of Columbus and of the Louis- 
ville Lodge B. P. O. Elks. He had been 
ill for some time past, but did not take 
to his bed until Monday. Even then he 
arose occasionally though he felt that 
the end «raa near. The K«v. Charlca P. 
RafFo was with Un and adniaiitaffed 
the last sacrenenta shortly bAwe his 
death.

The Holy Name Society has long 
been recognized as one of the main 
lay societies productive of good 
among the Catholics of America. 
Now it has received the indorse- 
ment of the President of the United 
States, and thus indirectly it will 
doubtless be a power f6r food 
among the non-Catholics of Amer- 
ica. The organization known as 
the Holy Name Society was origi- 
nated by the Dominioui priests 
about thirty-five years ago. The 
object primarily is to prevent blas- 
phemy and the taking the name of 
God in vain. likewise it was in- 
tended to stop all immodest conver- 
sations, immoral stories and to pro- 
mote morality among Catholic men. 
Branches of the Holy Name Society 
have been formed in every city 
where the Dominicans have a 
church. Nor is it now confined to 
the Dominicans akme. Only re- 
cently the Very Rev. Father C. A. 
McKenna, well and favorably 
known in Louisville, establiahed a 
.Juandi of the society in Buffalo in 
a parish pr«sided over by secular 
priests. When this branch was 
organized 600 men and youths 
pledged themselTas not only to 
refrain from blasphemy and the 
use of immoral language, but to 
persuade others to do so. 

I«ast Sunday Present Roose- 
velt, at his summer home at Oyster 
Bay addressed 2,000 men, members 
of the Holy Name Sodety of 
Brtidklyn and I^ong Island. So 
great was the crowd that the meet- 
ing was held outside St. Dominic's 
church, and President Roosevelt 
spoke from a stand that had been 
erected for the occasion. It is not 
necessary here to repeat President 
Roosevelt's speedi in fall— the 
daily papers did that— but all 
should ponder over and remember 
one particular sentence.
